Workforce centers across the state provide easy access to a wide variety of
training and employment services.

Within the Workforce centers are 10 Veteran Representatives located
across the state. These representatives can help veterans secure employment
and training and refer them to other agencies for other services they may qualify
for.

The Veterans Employment Program is a federally funded, federally
mandated program established by Congress under United States Code Title 38.
The purpose of the program is to help veterans obtain the employment and job
search skills needed to obtain employment in Montana.
